THE ADAMS & BISHOP CO.’S AS- 
SIGNMENT NO SURPRISE. 


Ex-President Bowman Makes a State- 
ment in Which He Says the Com- 
pany’s Fin Condition Has Been 
Troublesome tor

on Wednesday of the 
Adams &*B » Company, paper manu- 
facturer, at Newburgh, N. Y., 
and an-office at 38 Park row, was not 
much of a surprise to the trade. It had 
been discounted many quarters. The 
company was known to have been in finan- 
cial difficulties for some time back, and 
even six months ago its condition was the 
subject of much conjecture and consider- 
able gossip. 

The assignment was made to Thomas E. 
Shields, No. 120 Broadway. The ‘present 
officers of the company are: William 
Nelson, Paterson, N. J., president; Wil- 
liam Bishop, secretary. 

Henry H. Bowman, a lawyer and a per- 
sonal friend of the late Peter Adams, has 
been president and treasurer of the com- 










pany since 1888. He.tendered his resigna-_ 


uon last April, to take effect on October 4. 
The reason given was a disagreement 
among the stockholders, liabilities 
are about $188,000; $100,000 
direct and $88,000 owing the ‘estate of 
Peter Adams. The assets, mainly repre- 
sented by the mill property, are placed at 
about $250,000. 

The business was established in 1872 by 
the firm of Adams & Bishop, and was in- 
corporated im May, 1884, with a capital 
stock of $200,000. The founders of the 
firm were William. Biskep, who died in 
1886, and Peter “who died in 1889: 

Outside of about ty shares the stock 
of the company is now held by the estate 
of William Bishop and by -Frank ‘B; and 
Charlotte H. Adams, the last two owning 
the great bulk of it. 

The sheriff received an execution on 
Wednesday against the company for $226 
in favor of the Manhattan Rubber Manu- 
iacturing Company. 

Henry H. Bowman, late president of the 
company, is being criticised in certain 
Cuarters for the assignment, and some of 
the creditors are disposed to find fault 
with his connection with the company and 
his methods of doing business. Mr. Bow- 
man says he has been laboring under a 
heavy load for ten years. He says the 
tnancial condition of the company has 
been troublesome during that period. He 
has prepared a statement for Tue Paper

to replace sufficient amounts through their profits 
to enable them to spare the money he was with- 
drawing.

At the date of Mr. Adams’ death, the. improve. 
ments and enlargement of the Adams &, Bishop 
Com y’s mill at Newburgh had been nearly but 
not fully completed or paid for. Large, substantial 
brick buildings had been erected, the power plant 
liad been largely increased. and a great outlay on 
Se_mih had been incurred, but though sufficient 

space had been prepared in the machine room 
for two new machines sufficient to manufacture a 
product of from 11,000,000 to 12,000,000 of pounds 
of paper per annum, and although all parts of the 
plans were nearly sufficient to produce a product 
of that amount, with the exception of the paper 
making machines, only one new per making 
machine was installed in the new mill, and it was 
an &-inch Fourdrinier. The remainder of the floor 
space was occupied by the small, old paper ma- 
chine, which was then considerably more than 
twenty years old, and was only 76 inches in width 
and about as much like a modern Fourdrinier pa- 

machine as a stage coach is like the Empire 
Ex ress: train. Had a modern machine been in- 
stalled in the mill of the Adams & Bishop Com- 
pany when the mill was enlarged and improved, 
the Adams & Bishop Comsgany would have been 
rich to-day, notwithstanding all the conditions of 
the times and unfavorable changes in paper manu- 
facturing that have occurred. The books of ac- 
count of the company, as a basis of calculation, 
conclusively show this. 

A new machine wou!d have been installed after 
Mr. Adams’ death had that not been made impos- 
sible by further drafts of money from the business 
made necessary to settle his estate matters, and 
had not other deaths quickly followed, which also 
involved the business affairs of the two companies, 
which circumstances, taken together with the ter- 
rible business conditions that soon came to con- 
tinue so long, made such a change impossible 
until quite recently. : 

The large expenditure upon the Adams & Bisho 
Company's mill at Newburgh prior to the deat 
of Mr. Adams had made no preparation for the 
manutacture of paper other than machine finished 
paper. Only that grade of paper had ever been 
manufactured in that mill prior to that time. It 
soon became apparent that it would be impossible 
to continue to manufacture machine finished pa- 
per alone in that mill without running to a loss, 
because ‘prices of such © were constantly and

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BAGGING. AND. FLAX WASTE 


HEARING OF PROTESTS BEFORE 
THE GENERAL APPRAISERS. 


One Importer Wins a Bagging Case— 
The Other Cases, Together with the 
Flax Waste Question, Are ‘‘ Taken 
Under Advisement.’’ 








After nearly nine months of vexatious 
delay the question of the proper classifica; 
tion of gunny bagging imported for paper 
makers’ use, whether under the free or du- 
tiable list, seems about to be decided. 

The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers has at last made a move to settle 
the matter, and on Monday of this week 
it gave a hearing on the protests filed by 
importing paper houses‘ which had had 
shipments of bagging held up and put on 
| the dutiable list. Incidentally the honor- 
able board considered the question of the 
proper classification of flax waste import- 
|ed for paper makers’ use. This_ latter 

question has 
year. 

Previous to Monday’s hearing the board 
| had passed upon the case of A. Katzen- 
| stein, a Beekman street importer, who, on 

February 10, had 114 bales of bagging as- 
sessed for duty upon the ground that it 
came under the classification of bagging 
for rebaling. The board-decided that the 
bagging was “fit only to be converted into 
paper,” and sustained the importer. The 
duty which Mr. Katzenstein was forced to 
pay will be remitted to him. At the hear- 
ing Mr. Katzenstein produced letters from 
the paper mill for which the bagging was 
intended showing that it was intended for 
the making of paper, and James’ Pirnie, of 
Edwin Butterworth & Co., and P. M. 
Knight, of John H. Lyon & Co., gave ex- 








Adams hall sande pert testimony, which backed up the im- 


porter’s claim. 

At Monday's hearing the gunny cases 
against Salomon Brothers & Co. and the 
Train, Smith Company were considered, 
and the long-standing flax waste case of 
the Train, Smith Company was taken up. 
The board. also listened to a committee 
from several New England manufacturers 
who desired to protest against the position 
taken by the Government upon the flax 
waste importations. 

Among those: present: at the hearing 
were Albert Salomon and Wilhelm Salo- 
mon, of Salomon Brothers & Co.; Percy 
M. Herrick, of the Train, Smith Company; 
Leon Gottheil, of Castle & Gottheil, and 
Stephen Moore, of the National Fibre 
Board Company, and Mr. Spaulding, of 
Spaulding Brothers, representing the com- 
bination of New England manufacturers, 
and who had been referred to the local 
board of appraisers by the Treasury De- 
partment at Washington. 

The board took the evidence submitted 
under advisement, and has not as yet ren- 
dered a decision on the cases. 

Salomon Brothers & Co. protested 
against duty being imposed upon a ship- 
ment of ninety-four bales of gunny im- 
ported on January 21. The Train, Smith 
Company protested against duty being im- 
posed upon a shipment of 120 bales held 
up on February 21. In both cases the 
custom house officers decided that the 
pieces were large enough to be used in re- 
baling cotton, and so were fit for some 
other purpose than to be converted into 
paper. As such they were subject to duty

Flax waste for 
paper gnakers’ use had been coming into 
this country from England and Canada 
free and without let or hindrance up to the 
time the shipment for the Train, Smith 
Company was stopped at Detroit. Many 
American paper mills are vitally interested 
in the outcome of the protest. 

Interest attaches to the bagging question 
because it was alleged by certain American 
manufacturers of gunny cloth at the time 
of the seizures that it had long been a prac- 


tice. with paper stock importers to import | 
bagging for rebaling under the guise of | 


bagging for paper makers’ use, thus escap- 
ing the duty. In this way, it was alleged, 
the paper stock men were enabled to un- 
dersell the American gunny cloth manu- 
facturers. . The American Manufacturing 
Company is said to have been mainly re- 
sponsible for the agitation resulting in the 
“hold up” of the shipments of the paper 
stock house appearing before the board of

BOX BOARD. GOMBINATION. 


SCHEME IS ON TO CONSOLIDATE 
BIG INTERESTS. 


Members of the National Pulp Board 
Company Meet and Discuss the 
Formation of a Company on the 
Lines of the News Combine. 








A-dozen of the prominent box board 
manufacturers of the country have been 
holding meetings in New York this week 
and discussing a plan for the formation of 
a big company upon the lines of the Inter- 
national Paper Company to control the 
pulp board interests of the country. 





The gentlemen concerned in this latest 
trade combination are all members of the 
National Pulp Board Company, the or- 
ganization which has regulated the market 
for pulp board since 1895. The meetings 
have been held at the Hotel Manhattan 
and at the rooms of the National Pulp 
Board Association in the Times Build- 
ing. No definite conclusion has been 
reached as yet, but another meeting has 
been called to be held in Boston within 

| two weeks. 

The question of the mill valuations is at 
present the stumbling block in the way of 
a harmonious adjustment. of all the dis- 

| cordant elements. Indeed it is said the dis- 
cussion on this point became so warm at 

one stage of the proceedings that it looked 
|as though some of the manufacturers 
might come to blows. 

The pulp board market is in a very un- 
satisfactory state, and some of the manu- 
facturers have come to the conclusion that 

| the only way to properly regulate the man- 
| ufacture and sales of pulp board in this 
| country is to form a big company and buy 
| the plants outright. If such a plan should 
go through it is quite likely that the Na- 
tional Pulp Board Company will go out 
of existence. 

| The pulp board industry of the United 
States produces about 300 tons every 
| twenty-four hours. Of this amount 280 
tons are already represented in the Na- 
tional Pulp Board Company, If the pro- 
| posed combination goes through all the 
| mills in the association would be ab- 
| sorbed.

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It therefore became mecessary soon after Mr. 
Adams’ déath, to put super-calenders ‘and: other 
necessary machinery and appliances ‘connected 
therewith into the mills of the Adams & Bishop 
Company, in order to enable them to make higher 
grades of paper to remove their product so far as 
possible from the resistless and overwhelming com- 
petition of the great wood pulp paper making mills 
that were rapt ly multiplying in number and in 
volume of product. These changes occasioned very 
heavy outlays, so that the total expenditure upon 
these mills in cash since 1886 has been nearly $190,- 
000. 
In addition to all this, nearly $60,000 belonging 
to the estate of William Bishop and left in the 
business of the Adams & Bishop Company by 
him at the time of his death, was withdrawn from 
the business within five years after I became con- 
nected therewith. 

These remarkable drafts of money. were sufficient- 
ly staggerin and burdensome in themselves, but 
fnancial difheulties did not stop there, for nearly 
$100,000 more were required in the settlement of 
the estate affairs of Peter Adams after his death. 

A. little more than a year aiter Mr. Adams’ 
death his only daughter also died, and her death 
affected a one-half interest in the entire estate of 
Peter Adams, and made yet another estate to 

ttle. Several years after Mr. Adams’ daughter 

ed, her husband died, and his death yet further 
involved: im _aivery serious and awkward manner 
the business interests of the two companies. 

There came in connection with these hindering 

d embarrassing financial conditions and circum- 
tances the wunprecedentedly trying series of bus- 
ness conditions, including the cholera scare, the 
Presidential election in 1892, the bond issues that 
followed, the silver agitation, the tariff agitation, 

e Venezuela scare, the free silver scare and 
ryam eampaign horror. During all this time 
prices were constantiy and rapidly declining. It 
was not possible to make the decline in the cost 
of production keep pace. with the decline in the 
cling priee, and so finally’ it- became impossible 
for the Adams & Bishop Company, situated as it 
was financially and as to ‘its inadequate ‘output 
compared with the great cost of its plant, to oper- 
ate its mills at a profit. 

(his -situation havé long foreseen, and have 
kept steadily in view, and have constantly strug- 
gled to aceomplish one great primary object, 
namely, to. separate and free from al] estate settle- 
ments afd entanglements the business affairs of the 
Adams & Bishop Company, and to carry the com- 
pany through the perilous panic times to a time 
when it, would be possible to make arrangements 
whereby @ modern machine might be installed in 
the mill_iny the, place, occupied by the small old- 
fashioned mdchine now nealy thirty years old. 
After ten long years of ceaseless, constant anxiety, 
that has apated ne night from its restlessness and 
left no morning awakening unclouded by its de- 
pressing gloom; after ten years of constant, tortur- 
ing struggle against overwhelming difficulties and 
odds of fate and cire pertanee. which have made it 
possible for me to take not more than two weeks 
of rest trom this battle in, that entire time, L had 
succeeded in disposing of the mill of the Peter 
Adams Company, paying off the large indebted- 
ness of that company and liquidating its. affairs 
almost entirely, and had made estate settlements 
and freed the affairs of the Adams & Bishop Com- 
pany from their entanglements ana embarrass- 
ments, and had reached a point in the spring of 
1898 at which it was ossible for me to make ar- 
rangements whereby I could install a modern ma- 
chine in the company’s mill in the place of its old 
and worn one, and secure sufficient capital to 
operate the mill on a sound financial basis. But in 
April, 1898, it. became apparent to me that other 
parties interested were indisposed to carry out 
their previous endqrelnntas with me, and did 
not agree with me in my plans for the future of 
the mill. It was equally aves to me that to 
continue to operate the mill in its present condi- 
tion was a waste of time in a fruitless endeavor 
to do that which existing conditions made it im- 
possible successfully to do, and I therefore re- 
signed from my position in the management of the 
company’s affairs, giving to the parties in interest 
six months’ notice thereof, which notice expired 
on the 4th day of October, inst., when I ceased in 
any manner to be connected with the Adams & 
Bishop Company. It is but fair and just to me 
to say that although I offered, after giving notice 
of my resignation mentioned, to co-operate in 
every possible way with the parties who were to 
succeed me, to make the change of management 
smooth and as little disadvantageous as possible, 
no effort was made by them to confer with me in 
connection with the affairs of the company after 
the month of May last until the 29th Ls! of Sep- 
tember last. On the last-mentioned date I was in- 
formed by the new management of the company 
that new capital would be brought into the com- 
pany, and that it would be kept as a going busi- 
ness, which accounts for some statements to this 
effect made by me to creditors of the company 
between that date and the date of its assignment. 
The entire capital stock of the Adams & Bishop 
Company is $200,000. The amount invested in its 
mill property is nearly $290,000. Therefore, nearly

$90,000 more than its capital stock is invested in 
that property. 

The only serious loss through bad debts sus- 
tained by the Adams & Bishop Company under 
my management was brought about by the great 
calamity which occurred in the summer of 1891, 
occasioned by an explosion and conflagration oc- 
curring in the building at the corner of Park place 
and West Broadway, in which sixty lives were lost 
and the entire plant of Liebler & Maass was de- 
stroyed, together with a large amount of mantfaec- 
tured stock. But for this ca amity and their failure 
to recover a large part of their insurance, no loss 
would have been. sustained by this company in 
connection with that firm or its business affairs; 
nor would a material loss have been sustained had 
the company’s financial condition been such as to 
make it possible to allow Liebler & Maass to fail 
without also imperiling the company’s existence 
at a time when disaster would have been irretriev 
able and ruinous, not only to the company, but the 
estate interests involved in it as well. ‘The ‘only 
other account in connection with which a serious 
loss may occur came into existence under pe- 
culiar circumstances, which seemed at the time to 
yromise great relief to both companies and an out- 
et for a large part of the higher-priced portion of 
their product. These matters are, however, of no 
greater extent and of no more serious character 
than those which frequently occurred under the 
management of the late Peter Adams and the late 
William Bishop, but which were inconsequential 
to them by reason of the very large surplus of 
ready cash of which they enjoyed the control, but 


which was withdrawn as above stated. Nor are 
these matters more serious or greater in extent 
than those which are constantly befalling other 


manufacturers. 

With the exception of the two matters mentioned 
the loss of this company during the past ten 
years by way of bad debts has been phenomenally 
small, notwithstanding the character of the period 
covered. 

The mill property belonging to the Adams & 
Bishop Company is an exceedingly valuable prop 
erty. Its location is most desireblé. It is located 
within a mile and a half of the centre of the city 
of Newburgh, N. Y. Abundant help can be ob 
tained at very reasonable wages. It is sufficiently 
near New York to enable most prompt delivery 
of manufactured product. The freight facilities are 
unexcelled, consisting of the New York Central 
Railroad, the West Shore Railroad, the Erie Rail 
road and the Hudson River Transportation lines. 

Coal at the mill is remarkably ciieap. The freight 
rates are especially advantageous. The mill is 
favorably located from every point of view. The 
power plant and coal storage house are admirably 
located. The buildings are substantial brick build- 
ings on stone foundations, and are well arranged, 
By removing from the floor space occupied by it 
the old-fashioned worn small Fourdrinier machine 
now in the machine room, and instatiing in its 
ylace a modern up-to-date Fourdrinier machine of 
arge size, the product of the mill can be much 
more than doubled without any nfaterial changes 
in buildings and without the erection of any new 
buildings. In this way the product of the mill can 
be increased from 5,000,000 pounds per annum to 
11,000,000 pounds of paper per annum. The cost ot 
coal for that product would be no greater than for 
the product of 5,000,000 pounds, because no more 
power will be required to drive a modern large 
machine than is required to drive the small old- 
fashioned machine, with its cumbersome, disad- 
vantageous driving train. And as all the cooking 
of stock is done i. the exhaust steam, which is 
greatly in excess of requirements for that purpose, 
the extra production of 6,000,000 pounds of paper 
can be had without extra cost for coal or other 
power. The additional cost in wages to operate 
the mill so changed wou!'d be comparatively small, 
as machine tenders and other help are, of course, 
required for the old machine in connection with 
which their work is only partially effective. Under 
these circumstances the saving in the production 
of the additional 6,000,000 pounds of product 
through the items of wages and coal alone would 
make a very large and handsome profit on the 
capital invested, while, of course, gains would be 
made in all other directions by the advantages of 
the increased product and the consequent reduc- 
tion of proportionate cost of production per pound 
in connection with many items of fixed expense. 

Changed in the way indicated the mills in ques- 
tion would have no oceasion to fear any possible 
competition or any probable business condition of 
times that are at all likely to be experiencéd. The 
cost of making the changes mentioned would be 
small compared. with the present investment in 
the plant, and there is beyond question or doubt 
a sure and large fortune safely within the reach 
of any person or company who shall change these 
mills as indicated, and operate them under the 
changed conditions. 

During the past ten years the profits and losses 
of the Adams & Bishop Company very nearly 
equalled each other. which conclusively shows 
that the present condition of the company is due 
entirely to the facts, conditions and circumstances 
which have been mentioned, and only to them; 
each of which has contributed in its own measure 
to the result so unfortunate, and in some aspects 
of the case, so sad. 
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Now at the end of this ten years of bitter, dreary 
struggle to accomplish results which were so near- 
ly attained, but the accomplishment of which fate 
has denied me, Ll: wish to ask THe Paper Trave 
Journat, which, during all my connection with 
the paper business I have constantly and carefully 
read, much to my advantage and help in many di- 
rections, and to which I now talk as to a friend, to 
express for me to all those in the paper trade with 
whom I have come in contact and with whom I 
have had business dealings, my deep and appre- 
ciative thankfulness for the never-failing helpful- 
ness of their confidence in me and for their pa- 
trence and forbearance under circumstances often 
trying to them while torturing to me, and in which 
this kindness on’ their part has for the most 
part been my only comfort and support. And to 
those who are now interested as creditors of the 
company, I wish to say that if its affairs shall be 
settled as I would settle them, had I the power, 
no loss need come to them, And further, that | 
have never asked any of them to risk for the com 
pany’s sake what I have not risked myself; for in 
addition to my loss of time from the lucrative 
practice of my profession, in addition to the loss 
of that which ten years of such a struggle must 
inevitably take from any life, I am liabie as an 
endorser upon a considerable amount of the com 
pany’s paper, and have at all times been so liable 
since the first year of my connection with these 
companies, and have never hesitated to risk my 
personal liability and my personal property to the 
tullest extent in my efforts to epecend in a work 
which I would long since have abandoned had | 
not forgotton by own interests and remembered 
only the friendship which existed between Peter 
Adams and myself and his confidence and trust re 
posed in me, to which I have tned to be loyal at 
any cost. 

The only memory of this hard experience ten 
vears in length that I shall ever cherish, and that 
will ever be helpful to me, is that of the quick 
recognition on the part of business men of an hon- 
est purpose and an honest effort, and their kind 
helpfulness under such circumstances, without 
which long since I should have failed in the ef- 
forts that I have made in this connection.

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WATERTOWN, N. Y., October 13, 1808. 

Work on the immense channel at Mas- 
sena is being pushed with much energy, 
and it is expected before long that the blue 
waters of the St. Lawrence will be turned 
their course of centuries into this 
In the large hill by the bank of the 
St. Lawrence immense shovels are 
plowing away the earth. Twelve trains of 
eight and ten cars each are employed to 
take the earth from these shovels. An im- 
mense cut has already been made through 
this hill. Two of these shovels are the 
“Vulcan Giants” from Toledo, Ohio, and 
there are no larger made. Two scoops fill. a 
car and under the powerful enginery the 
hard clay bank melts away easily where 
last year drilling had to be done befvure the 
small shovels would work.

ling the admission of steam. The beauty 
of this arrangement is that any change of 
load which changes the speed of the en- 
gine is felt by the governor, even before 
the change of speed has been made neces- 
sary for the working of the plain centrifu- 
gal governor. The “inertia” principle is 
used here for all it is worth. The two meth- 
ods should be combined to give the best 
results; and the “change of stroke” and 
“advance of eccentric’ caused by the 
action of different governors can also be 
combined with advantage. These things 
show that there are “engines and engines” 
in automatic as well as in plain slide, and 
that a proper selection for the work in 
hand should be made. 

Every paper mill should have automatic 
stokers. They will save money from the 
word go. And there is another thing the 
paper maker should do, and that is, get rid 
of the expensive brick chimney or steel 
stack. The day of the chimney is past. 
Now it is only necessary to put a blower, 
or rather an exhaust fan, right up on top 
of the boilers, and suck out all the gases. 
The steam pressure can be regulated to a 
great nicety in this manner, and it is, I 
believe, the coming method of running 
boilers without chimneys. Then there will 
be no days when the chimney won't draw, 
no bills of repair for expensive stacks, or 
room taken up by them. 
could lead right into the river from the 
fan if it be desired to get rid of the gases 
drawn from the coal by the fans. In many 
mills a high chimney is necessary only for 
this purpose, and the river is just the thing. 

Getting tub size into thick paper is quite 
a problem in some mills, while in others 
they never seem to haVe any trouble and 
work the size right through the thickest pa- 
per made. This is one of the cases where it 
pays to imitate hand work as much as pos- 
sible. Only the machine must do a great 
deal more than the hand workman could 
ever accomplish. If a man wanted to 
work water or oil through a piece of 
leather so as to soften it, he would very 
naturally wet the leather and then bend it 
back and forth between the hands. This 
is just what must be accomplished when 
animal size is to be worked through thick 
paper. To fashion a machine which would 
follow the hand process the paper would 
be passed over a roll in the hot or warm 
size. At the point where the paper meets 
the roll it [the paper] would be bent, there- 
by stretching it on one side and compress- 
ing it on the other. Where the paper 
was bent the size would be sucked or 
drawn into the paper to a certain extent, 
and if the paper be then passed over an- 
other roll so placed as to bend the paper 
in the opposite direction, the opposite side 
of the paper will be opened and size sucked 
therein. At the same time from the other 
side of the paper which is compressed some 
of the size will be squeezed out, and the 
very action of forcing out the size sends 
a portion of it deeper into the paper. 

When passed over a third roll in the 
same direction that the first one received 
the paper the side first treated is opened 
again and another dose of size worked into 
it. When paper has thus been treated al- 
ternately on both sides for several times 
the size penetrates entirely through the pa- 
per. All the machinery necessary to do 
this is a number of rolls in the size 
tub. The necessary arrangement would 
then be that the paper be drawn back 
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NEw YORK, October 13, 1898. 

During a recent trip among the mills of 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire I made 
note of the different engines used for driv- 
ing paper machines as I met them. In 
several mills plain slide valve engines were 
used, and the statement made in their favor 
was “that they cost less, required less care, 
cost less for repairs, and called for a 
cheaper man to run them than any other 
engine.” 

Here is false economy with a vengeance. 
The automatic wheel governor type of en- 
gine costs little if any more than the plain 
slide, and any man who is capable of run- 
ling a slide valve engine can operate one 
with a wheel governor. There is no greater 
cost for oil or repairs. In dozens of cases 
the entire repair bill for a year is less than 
$5. In some instances it is nothing, the cost 
of oil and packing excepted. Where is 
there a plain slide valve engine that can 
show any better record? 

It is true that some slide valve engines 
in saw and planing mills have been in use 
for twenty-five years with hardly as many 
dollars spent for repairs. But there the 
conditions are different. Fuel economy 
amounts to but little where the mill makes 
more sawdust and refuse than it can use. 
But even then it costs more to run a slide 
valve than it does an automatic engine. 
Shoveling sawdust costs something. The 
wear and tear of a boiler is also to be ac- 
counted for in dollars and cents; there- 
fore, if keeping steam for a slide valve 
engine wears out in eleven years a boiler 
which would have lasted thirteen years 
with an automatic, then $230 of the $1,500 
that the boiler cost may be charged up 
against the plain slide valve engine and in 
favor of the automatic! 

Right here I want to speak of a little 
“kink” for saving coal in running the ma- 
chine engine. When there is plenty of 
water there is no reason for running the 
machines by steam, except for the very 
even speed to be obtained in that manner. 
If there is a machine wheel use it by all 
means when water is running over the 
dam. Raise the wheel gate to a point which 
will barely move the paper machine, then 
let it run thus, and run the engine to do 
the regulating with the balance of power 
which it supplies. 

If the mill is on a stream where there is 
always plenty of water I should put in a 
wheel to drive entirely by water, and put 
on a governor which will regulate as close 
as a steam engine governor will. Such a 
governor is on the market. It is a pneu- 
matic concern, and works quick and gov- 
erns well. But if it be determined to gov- 
ern by steam, then put in a water wheel 
just three-quarters large enough to drive 
the machine, Also put in an engine just 
half large enough to do the work. Then 
you have a combination which works well, 
possesses a surplus of power when needed, 
and only requires one-fourth the fuel to 
drive the machine! 

To bring this matter down to a fine point 
ascertain what steam costs as made in your 
mill boilers, Let that cost include a fair 
estimate of everything, interest, taxes on 
boilers, depreciation, cost of water, boiler 
feeding, fuel, and attendance. Get them

placed in the bottom of the tub, with as 
many more at the top. Then the paper can 
be threaded over as many of the rolls as 
will give the necessary number of “buck- 
ings” in the size tub. In some cases the 
upper set of rolls may be placed out of the 
size tub, at any desired distance above it. 
By thus doing the size is given time, be- 
tween each immersion of the paper, to 
penetrate the sheet. There is no reason, if 
it is found that the paper requires it, why 
the top row of rolls should not be placed 
10 feet above the size tub. With other 
kinds of paper it. will be found that all the 
rolls can be placed in the tub, and that it 
is better to keep the paper immersed all 
the time in the warm size. Sometimes only 
one or two of the rolls will be needed. 
Every little while I have inquiry as to 
why the paper manufacturers of this coun- 
try do not. make photographic and “blue 
print” paper. Only a week ago a repre- 
sentative of one of the largest blue print- 
ing concerns in New York city asked me 
if I could tell him of any concern in the 
country where paper suitable for the ferro- 
prussiate process of reproducing drawings, 
etc., could be obtained. I named several

FOX RIVER VALLEY.

APPLETON, Wis., October 11, 1898. 

Business conditions in this valley this 
week show no material alteration. Orders 
are coming along about as they have been 
wont to do, sometimes a little streaky, but 
in the main with fairly satisfactory regu- 
larity. Business on the whole is quite 
good, and one hears more words of con- 
tentment than complaint. Manufacturers 
are beginning to believe that the days of 
‘92. are gone for good and all, and are 
changing their definition of good business 
to suit the times. 

Water power is a very little better, but 
scarcely enough to be worth noting. An- 
other 5 per cent. has been added to the 
quantity authorized to be drawn, but as be- 
fore the main dependence is placed upon 
steam. It is improbable that there will be 
very much more water to be used before 
navigation closes, which event is scheduled 
for about a month hence. 

The United States Supreme Court con- 
vened yesterday, and the dispatches from 
Washington speak of the Kaukauna water 
power case, in which a decision is shortly ex- 
pected, as being one of the most important 
on the calendar. This case has been drag- 
ging along for years, and upon it depend 
vast water power interests in this valley 
and likewise very probably elsewhere 
throughout the country. The decision was 
expected last spring, but was put over un- 
til fall. 

One institution on this river whose fate 
is directly dependent upon the decision is 
what is left of the old mill of the Badger 
Paper Company, in Kaukauna. If the 
court allows it to take water from the canal 
something will soon be done with the loca- 
tion and buildings. The windows have 
been boarded up, and the only sign of life 
about the place is the fluttering of “Old 
Glory” from its staff beside the ruins. 

J. Stilwell Vilas, formerly secretary and 
treasurer of the Badger Paper Company, 
has embarked in a new enterprise. He has 
located at Algoma, Wis., the place for- 
merly known as Anhapee, and is erecting 
the buildings for a large pea canning insti- 
tution, and has rented a quantity of land 
upon which to grow the peas. He ex- 
pects to put on the market next year be 
tween one and a half and two million 
cans of peas. 

The plant of the Kaukauna Fibre Com- 
pany, which was shut down for several 
weeks lately during the installation of a 
new Pusey & Jones digester, went into 
operation again last week, and is now run- 
ning along smoothly as possible. A new 
chip bin was built and other minor changes 
were made, all of which contribute to the 
general improvement. 

N. H. Brokaw, of the Fibre Company, 
who is also vice-president of the new 
Northwest Paper Company, left for the 
new mill site last night, to be gone the rest 
of the week. Reports from Cloquet are to 
the effect that the finishing, machine and 
beater engine buildings are now inclosed, 
and that the other three buildings are 
well along toward completion. Two hun- 
dred and eighty-seven men were last week 
finding employment on the mill and rock 
excavation work. 

A good deal of interest is being caused 
in this valley this week at the turn affairs 
have taken between the city of Neenah and 
the Interurban Electric Railway Company.

This 
is only possible on account of the fact that 
it is able to draw all the water going down 
the river.

Both of the men quoted are repre- 
sentative paper makers, and in view of their 
opinion it would not be surprising to see 
some enterprising young fellow from the 
United States start a plant on Cuban soil, 
as it is acknowledged by those well in- 
formed that there is a good market for pa- 
per in these countries. 

Providing that the successor to Farmer 
Dunn is willing, Holyoke will on Wednes- 
day next observe the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of cityhood.

Although not public- 
ly announced, it is confidently bélieved by 
residents that the mill will extend from 
the dam of the Bodwell Water Power 
Company, along the river front as far as 
the eastern end of the covered bridge, and 
that it will be a pulp and paper mill 
equipped with the best and latest improved 
machinery. 

The Winn Water and Power Company, 
an organization formed under the laws of 
Maine, has been organized at Bangor, and 
is the local end of an organization which 
is about to establish a paper mill at Winn, 
on the east side of the river. The Winn 
Water and Power Company has a charter 
from the Maine Legislature, and the or- 
ganization was made under that authority. 
These are the officers of the corporation: 
President, Nathaniel M. Jones, Lincoln; 
treasurer, John E. Clark, Lincoln; clerk, 
M. F. Scott, Winn. The directors are 
W. F. Lovejoy, John E. Clark, Lincoln; 
Dr. F. W. Merrill, J. A. Bradman, J. E. 
Bates and Henry Jarvis, Winn. Probably 
something will be done on the buildings 
this season. The mill will be a 50-ton 
plant, using ground wood pulp and mak- 
ing, probably, manilla paper as its main 
output. 

The plans for the new paper mill to be 
erected at Milton, Vt., by the International 
Paper Company, call for a mill of one 
story, 312 by 115 feet, with engine room, 
wood rooms, etc., connected. It will con- 
tain twelve grinders for making ground 
wood pulp, thirty screens, two wet ma- 
chines, five barkers with a capacity of 25 
te 30 tons of pulp every twenty-four hours, 

iving employment to about thirty-five or 
forty hands. For the present the pulp will 
be shipped to the other mills of the com- 
pany to be worked into paper, but it is 
only a question of time when the other 
power will be developed and a paper mill 
erected near by.

Some roll makers use manilla, others use 
fine cotton and linen stock, but the com 
mon ground they all work upon is to use 
nothing but water and stock. There 1s no 
bleaching, no coloring, and no size. The 
stock is not even boiled, but is beaten out 
with color and all in it. The fibre is left 
long, and little or no finish is given to the 
paper. 

The result is a sheet of paper that is 
strong but is not pretty to look upon. It 
is of any color that happens to be in the 
rags it was made from. If white rags were 
used the paper is about the color of a 
postal card, only the gray is a little dirtier. 
If “blues” 
fairly respectable appearance. If touched 


were used the paper presents a 


by water the sheet is penetrated instantly. 
In fact it makes a very good filter paper, 
for it is strong and tough. 

In putting on the rolls the paper is first 
cut into discs by dies. The hole for the 
roll centre, on shaft, is also died out. The 
sheets are then put on to the roll and 
placed in a very strong hydrostatic press 
where the paper is forced together to the 
degree of hardness found in the finished 
roll. The pressure with which the paper 
is pressed together may be realized when, 
as in some instances, the roll centres 5 
inches in diameter have been pulled apari 
by the paper, after having been removed 
from the press. The finishing of the roll 
is effected in different ways, but it is placed 
in a lathe and turned or ground to a sur 
face, the roll being supported upon its own 
bearings—not on the lathe centres—dur- 
ing the turning which 
emery and the diamond are used. Some 
makers rough down the rolls with a dia 
mond, then finish off with the emery wheel.

the Western Daily Mercury and Western 
Herald newspapers. 

J. J. Colman, chief of the Carrow Works 
and formerly M.P., is dead. His name is 
known the wide world over in connection 
with starch, but the firm are also paper 
makers. Mr. Colman represented Nor- 
wich for twenty-four years, and was an ar- 
dent Radical. Somehow all papermaker 
M.P.’s are Radicals. He was an enérgetic 
propagandist, spent money freely on “the 
cause,” and supported a big Radical news 
agency. He expected a peerage and was 
offered a baronetcy, which he declined, and 
his Radical principles then underwent a 
cooling process. He was a great breeder 
of cattle, probably because beef goes so 
well with mustard. 

The great business of James R. Cromp- 
ton & Brothers, of Elton Paper Mills, 
Bury, has been amalgamated with that of 
their London agent, Frederick Hawke, as 
a limited company. No shares were of- 
fered to the public. The share capital is 
$750,000, and there are first mortgage de- 
bentures to the same amount. Jas. R., 
Ralph and Percy Crompton and Mr. 
Hawke are the first directors. 

Young, Trotter & Son, Limited, Chirn- 
side, are making extensive additions to 
their mills, which will very nearly double 
their manufacturing capacity. The work 
has been so far completed that a new 88- 
inch paper-making machine has been set to 
work. The mills make the best class o1 
printings and note paper. The additions 
and improvements now being effected will 
cost upwards of $100,000. 

The old-established firm of paper mak- 
ers, C. Davidsoh & Co., of Bucksburn 
and Mugie Moss, Aberdeenshire, do not 
appear to have done exceptionally well in 
the year ended June 30 last, the dividend 
recommended being 2% per cent. lower 
than a year ago. The disposable balance 
of profit was $42,365. Out of the balance 
the directors propose to devote $10,000 to 
depreciation, and to pay a final dividend at 
the rate of 244 per cent., making 5 per cent. 
for the year. This will leave a sum oi 
about $10,000 to the credit of profit and 
loss. 

The absolutely wanton persecution that a 
manufacturer may be subject to in this 
happy land by peevish faddists is well illus 
trated in the case of the East Lancashire 
Paper Mills. They were summoned last week 
to the Bury police court at the instance of

a woman called Hopwood for allowing the 
chimney at their works to emit 
smoke. Evidence was given by two of 
Mrs. Hopwood’s inspectors as to the ex- 


cessive black smoke issuing from the chim- | 


ney on three specific dates, and evidence 
was called to show that the company had 
gone to a lot of expense, and was still 
doing so,-in making costly improvements 
in order to decrease the amount of: black 
smoke passing through the chimney. The 
company’s contention was that an order 
had already been made against the com- 
pany by the court on the application of the 
Radcliffe Urban District Council, and time 
had been granted to the company in which 
to make improvements, the district council 
in the meantime being satisfied that efforts 
in the right direction were being made. It 
was further stated that it was a contention 
of Mrs. Hopwood’s that she was within 
her rights in laying these informations in 
Radcliffe, inasmuch as she was a property 
owner there. As a fact the piece of land 
owned by Mrs. Hopwood was 10 yards 
square, and was vacant. In answer to the 
clerk Mrs. Hopwood said she had the land 
on a building agreement on a rental of $5 
per annum., Mrs. Hopwood then proceed- 
ed with her case on the ground that she 
was an aggrieved party by reason of the 
smoke being a nuisance to her at Hop- 
wood. Mr. Howarth said that was a very 
long way for smoke to travel—it must be 
seven miles fully. Mrs. Hopwood said she 
had known smoke to travel that distance. 
The magistrates ultimately made an order 
to abate the nuisance in three months, and 
ordered the defendants to pay costs. 

A consular report from Gothenburg 
states that mechanical wood pulp has 
maintained its advantageous position from 
the autumn of 1896, and, on the whole, ex- 
perienced a satisfactory market. There 
have been no new establishments of im- 
portance built or planned for this branch 
of the manufacture, and consequently no 
influence from such cause has been felt; 
there certainly is some sharp competition 
threatening from North America, chiefly 
Canada, whence already considerable ex- 
ports of mechanical wood pulps have come 
into the markets of Europe, but it has not 
yet been proved that Americans, except in 
isolated cases, can compete advaniageous- 
ly with European makers, although they 
certainly prevent prices from reaching any 
extraordinary figure, as well as exclude the

Complaints are few. Orders were prob 
ably not as plentiful in some departments 
of the paper trade during the past week. 
but the situation is daily showing a marked 
improvement. It is admitted in nearly all 
lines that the trade is bracing up remark- 
ably, and that if the change continues it 
will not be long before the “good old 
days” of ’92 will again be experienced. 
True, in some branches of the trade there 
is a painful quietude, but the prospects are 
brighter. 

A garnishee has been issued against the 
Hamilton Autographic Register Company, 
requiring its members to appear and an- 
swer all questions regarding Mrs. John- 
son’s holdings in that company, which it 
is sought to attach. 

It is stated that all parties are satisfied 
with the result of the bids entered for 
State contracts. The effort of the Siate in 
demanding new bids had the effect of de- 
creasing the orice, which, it would seem, 
would be poor satisfaction to the manufac- 
turers. Dayton manufacturers could not 
see their way clear in coming below pre- 
vailing prices, though the Cincinnati firms 
which have been supplying the Scate for a 
number of years came to taw. 

Lewis Allison has taken the position of 
assistant manager at the Field Twine and 
Cordage Works, in Xenia. He resigned 
a responsible position in Columbus to ac- 
cept this place. He is a man of expe- 
rience, and will prove a valuable assistant. 

A break in the Miami and Erie canal 
above Rialto caused a suspension of traf- 
fic during a part of this week. It also in- 
terfered with the motive power of several 
concerns. 

A change has been made in the business 
of the Standard Rope and Twine Com- 
pany. All goods manufactured by that 
concern will in the future be handled by | 
the Union Selling Company. Beginning 
with the first of this month all the prod- 
ucts of the Cordage Company are sold 
through the distributing agency of the 
Union Selling Company. 

For the first time in fivé or six years the 
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wheels in the Field Twine and Cordage 
Company, at Xenia, were started the past 
week. Only a small force was placed at 
work at once, though the number of em- 
ployees will be increased conditions 
justify. It will not be long before all of 
Xenia’s industries of this character will be 
in full operation. This will be appreciated 
by the many workmen out of employment. 

The Omaha _ Exposition received its 
share of attention from Miami Valley folk 
the past week. There are several Dayton 
concerns interested in the Trans-Missis- 
sippi display, but not as many paper and 
novelty manufacturers and machinery men 
there should been. Many have 
been made painfully aware of their mis- 
take. The trade beyond the river is some- 
thing to be sought. Especially has the 
success of the Omaha Exposition demon- 
strated this fact. 

Ohio Day was celebrated in force. Gov- 
ernor Asa Bushnell responded to the dif- 
ferent addresses of welcome, while Colonel 
J. A. Kilbourne, president of the Ohio 
Centennial Commission, also delivered an 
address. After the formalities of the oc- 
casion the Buckeyes flocked together and 
inspected the sights of the big show. 

A. J. Oliver, who forged the name of 
the Tytus-Gardner Paper Company to a 
ten-dollar check, which he passed on a 
Middletown tailor, has been sentenced to 
two years in the penitentiary. This is the 
way they serve up justice in Middletown. 
Oliver was arrested by Chief Emery upon 
his release from the penitentiary, after 
serving a term for committing a similar 
crime in Tiffin.

And hear the Challenge Grinder Co. talk through Mr. William Johnston’s Hat. 


Mr. Johnston assumes in a letter dated April 22, 1898, published on page 17 of your 
issue of May 12th, that in a letter previously published by me I have attempted to discredit 
his statement relative the Challenge grinder, which assumption is not true, but on the 
contrary I distinctly disclaimed questioning the truth of the statement and only complained 
that it was not shown that between the time when Bort & Johnston owned the Chateaugay 
Pulp Mill and I operated it, and the time Mr. Johnston names, the working head of water 
on the water wheel had been increased some nine feet, thus increasing the power 33 per 


cent., and when this fact is not stated the whole article is misleading. 


In Mr. Johnston's letter of April 22d he admits the increase of the power of the 


wheel, by additions to the dam and the draft tube. 


Mr. Johnston seems to wish to convey the impression that he is in a position to disprove 
my statement concerning the shipments of pulp by Bort & Johnston when paying me for 
the mill machinery, which statement made by me was obtained from the freight bills and 


invoices as made by Bort & Johnston, which can be seen at any time. 


While I know nothing about the daily mill reports of the Chateaugay Mill at the times 
‘eferred to by Mr. Johnston, yet | can quote his lately published statement in wnich he says 
the average daily production of two New England Grinders was “about 8 to 10 tons dry 
pulp in twenty-four hours” and “with two Challenge grinders we are producing about 13 

14 tons per day,” and compare these figures with his last published statement dated April

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FRAUD CHARGED. 


Creditors Take Action Against an At- 
lanta House. 








The Reynolds & Reynolds Company, of 
Ohio; the Roan, y Spring Blank Book 
Company, of Pennsylvania, and the George 
H, Friend Paper and Tablet Company, of 
Ohio, on Saturday last filed a petition at 
Atlanta, Ga., in which they make certain 
charges against M. Barwald & Co., paper 
dealers, of that city. The petition is the 
result of an alleged transfer of goods from 
M. Barwald & Co. to the Atlanta Paper 
Company, Wellhouse & Sons and Montag 
Brothers, and this transfer, it is charged 
by the petitioners, was fraudulent and that 
the indebtedness of Barwaid to the firms 
named was not as large as claimed. 

The papers in the suit show that M. Bar- 
wald & Co. are indebted to the Reynolds & 
Reynolds Company, $200; to the Roaring 
Spring Blank Book Company, $300, and 
to the George H. Friend Paper Company, 
$1,200, these sums, it is claimed, being for 
goods and merchandise delivered to Bar- 
wald. It is stated that the goods were sold 
on faith and belief in the truth of the state- 
ment of Barwald’s condition as delivered 
by Barwald to Dun & Co., and that they 
would not have extended the credit but 
for this statement. 

It is charged that on September 28 the 
attorney for Barwald ordered the clerks to 
pack up and remove the stock of goods 
then in the store to the Atlanta Paper 
Company, Montag Brothers and Well- 
house & Son. The petitioners state it as 
their belief that :the transfer and delivery 
was upon an alleged indebtedness to them 
of the sum of $18,000 or $20,000. They aver 
that Barwell owed them no such sum and 
had no business which would authorize 
such a debt. It is alleged that the transfer 
was fraudulent and done for the purpose 
of hindering, delaying and defrauding the 
petitioners and other creditors and that the 
purpose was known and acquiesced in by 
the parties named, and that therefore the 
sale is fraudulent and void. 

Tt‘is alleged that all the accounts, notes 
and choses in action have been transferred 
by Barwald to Glenn, Slaton & Phillips 
on the claim that he owes them for legal 
services. It is claimed that if Barwald is 
indebted to this firm it is only a small 
sum. 

It is alleged that the report issued by the 
commercial agency was untrue and known 
to’ Barwald to be untrue. It is claimed that 
if Barwald was indebted to the three At- 
lanta firms the indebtedness was in exist- 
ence prior to the time the petitioners sold 
their respective goods. 

It is claimed that Barwald is president of 
the Atlanta Metal and Bottle Company, 
and as president is owner of a large 
amount_of stock in the company, which is 
of considerable value. It is alleged that 
this stock’ is now claimed by Mrs. Bar- 
wald. The charge is made that the stock 
is owned by Barwald and that if it has 
been transferred to Mrs. Barwalil the 
transfer is fraudulent and void and one 
which rests upon no valuable considera- 
tion and which was made for the purpose 
of hindering, delaying and defrauding the 
creditors of Barwald. 

Tt is alleged that Barwald was not in- 
debted to his wife in any sum and that she 
had no means whereby she could have ob- 
tained the stock. It is charged that Bar- 
wald is totally insolvent. 

The petition asks that Mr, and Mrs. 
Barwald be restrained from transferring, 
selling or encumbering in any way the 
stock held by them in the Atlanta Metal 
and Bottle Company; that Wellhouse & 
Son, Montag Brothers and the Atlanta Pa- 


per Company be enjoined and restrained 
from selling or disposing of the stock of 
goods transferred to them by Barwald; 


that Glenn, Slaton & Phillips be enjoined 


from transferring or selling any of the 
notes, accounts or choses in action trans- 
ferred to them by Barwald; that a receiver 
be appointed by the court to take posses 
sion of and hold the stock of goods and 
notes and accounts together with the stock 
in the Atlanta Metal and Bottle Company 
transferred by the parties named; that an 
accounting be had of any and all indebt- 
edness due by M. Barwald to parties 
named; that petitioners be allowed to in- 
spect and identify such goods as are now 


held by any of the parties named; that the 
sale of such goods be declared void and 
petitioners be allowed to reclaim goods 
under such provisions as the court may 
deem fit and proper; that the alleged sales 
from Barwald ‘to each of the parties named 
be declared null and void, and for such 
other relief, ete. 

On reading the petition Judge Lump- 
kin issued an order for the defendant to 
show cause before him on October 15, at 
9 o'clock a. mM. why the prayers should not 
be granted and in the meantime restrained 
the defendant as asked for,. Wellhouse & 
Sons, Montag Brothers and the Atlanta 
Paper Company are restrained from ming- 
ling the goods transferred to them with 
other goods, or so altering them as to 
change their identity. 

A later order was issued allowing the de- 
fendants to indorse checks and accounts 
assigned to others for the purpose of col- 


lection. 


THE PAPER MILL TRAGEDY. 


The Slayer of J. C. Richardson Yet at 
Large. 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 








DayTon, Ohio, October 12, 1898. 

The Richardson-Haldeman tragedy is 
yet the topic of conversation. 

At present the slayer of the venerable 
paper manufacturer is in hiding, and all 
efforts on the part of the police to locate 
him have availed little. © Chief Deitsch is 
as determined as ever to arrest Haldeman 
on the charge of murder, and his detectives 
have been scouring the territory adjacent 
to Cincinnati, but were foiled at every turn. 

However, as previously stated, Halde- 
man was arraigned on the charge of man- 
slaughter. He gave bond in the sum of 
$6,000. His bond was signed by Samuel 
Bailey, Jr., Daniel McLaren and H. R. 
Probasco. Several other prominent gentle- 
men expressed a willingness to go on the 
bond, but Mayor. Davis was satisfied with 
the three named, as they represented over 
$1,000,000. 

Haldeman appeared to be badly broken 
up, but refused to talk, saying that he had 
been so advised by his attorney. In fact, 
he was taken in charge by Attorney Pro: 
basco, who remained with him and guard- 
ed his client’s tongue. After surrendering 
Haldeman left ostensibly for his home, but 
has not been seen or heard of since. All 
sorts of stofies are afloat, but few are be- 
lieved. Haldeman may have fled the coun- 
try, as there is some talk that the grand 
jury will consider the case at once. 

Attorney Probasco endeavored to per- 
suade the coroner to discontinue the in- 
quest, but the latter could not agree with 
him, and resumed, One of the witnesses 
was the deceased's son, Charles C. Rich- 
ardson. He gave at length conversations 
he had with his father subsequent. to the 
shooting. He said his father charged him 
and his brother not to harm Haldeman, 
“for,” said he, “remember he is your 
mother’s brother and the son of a man I 
loved next to my own father.” This in- 
junction of the deceased would seem to ac- 
count for the lack of aggressive action on 
the part of the Richardson family to prose- 
cute Haldeman. 

A number of witnesses were examined, 
but nothing developed which might have 
cleared the mystery. James La Rue, who 
had been accustomed to driving both Hal- 
deman and Richardson from the Chicago,

Hamilton & Dayton depot, testified that 
he had not done so for a week prior to the 


tragedy, which would indicate that a cold- 
ness had sprung up between the two men. 
Coroner Haer’s verdict was as follows: 


“TI, the undersigned, coroner of Hamilton 


County, having inquired into as to whom 
and by what means James C. Richardson, 
whose dead body was found at Glendale, 
Hamilton. County, the second day of Oc- 
tober, 1868, came to his death, 


to his death from septic poisoning,  follow-+ 
ing gunshot wound of the left kidney and 
spinal column. I further find that the shot 
was fired from a revolver while in the 
hand of William J. Haldeman, with mur 
derous intent.” 

Attorney Probasco’s authoritative state- 
ment is as follows: “Mr. Haldeman re- 
turned to his home on Saturday morning, 
September 24. He was immediately placed 
in charge of Dr. W. F. Shepherd, of Glen- 
dale, for treatment, it being supposed at 
that time that he had a dislocated shoulder. 
I requested the marshal of Glendale, than 
whom there is no more conscientious and 
efficient one in the State, to take custody 
of Mr. Haldeman until some lawful com- 
plaint or accusation was made, and he, 
with the consent of the mayor, complied 
with the request, and remained at Mr. 
Haldeman’s home day and night until 
Monday evening. Mr. Allen, the mayor 
of the village, called at the house, and after 
stating that his understanding was that 
none of the interested parties would make 
complaint, directed the marshal to cease 
custody of Mr. Haldeman. 

“It was at once apparent, that all connec- 
tion of Mr. Haldeman with the Haldeman 
Paper Company must cease, and after con- 
siderable negotiation with the counsel «of 
the paper company and myself, this was 
satisfactorily accomplished. An..oppor- 
tunity for a fair sale of Mr. Haldeman’s 
residence in Glendale was offered. This 
offer was accepted. One of Mr. Halde- 
man’s friends offered him a position in 
Chicago, which was readily accepted, and 
Mr. Haldeman left for Chicago, bidding 
oine of the marshals good-bye at the depot! 

“Upon the day of Mr. 
death I received a telegram from Mr. Hal- 
deman stating: ‘If Mr. Richardson is dead 
I will return at once,’ and when I deemed 
it advisable for him to return I advised him 


to do so, which was done in the course of | 


a telephonic communication, and he took 
the next train. He left the train at Maple- 
wood, and proceeded directly to the office 
of Dr. Davis, who is the mayor of Lock- 
land, arid surrendered himself to the mar- 
shal, who was present, waived examina- 
tion, and gave bond for his appearance 


forthwith in the Common Pleas Court of | 


Hamilton County.” 

One of the affecting scenes in connection 
with the funeral of the late ex-Senator 
Richardson was the presence of six sons, 
who officiated as pallbearers. All of the 
employees of the Haldeman Paper Com- 
pany, of Lockland, and the Richardson Pa- 
per Company, of Franklin, were in attend- 
ance in a body. The manifestation of 
sorrow on the part of the public was 
genuine and devoid of artificial feeling. 

An indictment will likely be returned 
against Haldeman as soon as the grand 
jury begins its work. tol 84
